Give is here, and that means long 


Feeling hot? As a reminder, your pets 

have a harder time regulating their body 
temperatures than we do. This is especially 
true for our flatter-faced friends like Pugs, 
Frenchies, and Pitties. 


Take caution when leaving your pets in 
the car, even for a few minutes! Temps 
can skyrocket quickly and animals can 
succumb to heat stroke after a short 
amount of time. 


* As air temperature rises, so does pavement 
temperature. If you can’t comfortably leave 
the back of your hand on the pavement or 
sidewalk for seven seconds, it’s too hot for 
your dog’s paws. Their feet can blister and 
burn just like ours. 


* Bring plenty of water (for everyone!) during 
hikes and outdoor activities. Try to avoid 
exercising your dogs midday and in direct 
sun and familiarize yourself with signs of 
heat stroke: excessive panting, drooling, 
vomiting, disorientation, and inflamed 
gums. If this occurs, get your pet to the 
nearest vet!
